domes, by which meanes the Merchant and Cittizen 
gro w vp to wealth, and the tradeſeman that lines by 
the hardnes ok his hand, is ſtill kept and maintepned 
ingod doints.

' rous;left vnſought no language be it neuer ſo barba⸗ 
rous 02 hard to learne) left vnſtudied, no people (neuer 
ſo wilde) left vnurtured vpon, noꝛ any treaſure of the 
earth oꝛ curious woꝛke of man left vnpurchaſed, only 
koꝛ this end, to do honoꝛ to our country, © to heave ri⸗ 
ches to our ſelues, both which benefits do only ſpꝛing 
out ok our Trading to foꝛraine ſhozes. © | 
Foz? this cauſe therefoze (A peace being concla⸗ 

ded beweene the two greaf and opulent kingdomes 
ol England and Spaine) an engliſh Ship (called the 

Three halfe Moones) being manned with eight and 
thirty Mariners and bꝛauelparmed with munitisn, 
was riad, victualled, and readie furniſhed to take her 
vopage to -Spayne, . The Gods of the Sea (the 
| windes) knowing her intent, pꝛepared themſclues, 
to goe along with her, and making the waues ready 
tit becomed this Ship to hoiſt vp ſailes t come on, So 
that w a merry gale ſhee tooke her leane at Porrſ- 
mouth, bending her courſe towards Siuill, the grea 

teſt Cittie in Spaine. Gallantly dis ſhee foꝛ many 


a and vp her head, and daunced tuen on thet * 
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ok the billowes: her maſts ifode vp ſtiſtly and went 
aà way likeſo many trees moued by enchantmẽt, whilſt 
the big bellied ſayles made haſt to fly after ( bluſtring 
and puffing either in ftoꝛne o2 in anger) pet could ne⸗ 
ner ouer⸗take them: oꝛ rather as louers roming af- 
ter young damolels at barlibꝛeake, they toke delight 
to ſee them make away befoꝛe, and of purpole ſuffered 
them to vis that aduantage. Wut (alacke !) howe 
ſone does the happineſſe cf this woꝛld alter: Jn this 
bꝛauery had ſhee not caried her felfe long, but entring 
into the Sraights, Neptune grew angry with her, oz 
els enuping her gloꝛp, ſent eight gallies of the Turkes 


to beſet her round. Now oꝛ neuer was both the cou⸗ 


rage and the cunning of the Mariner to bee ſhewed, 
fo2 either he muſt by the wings ok his ſailes fly away 
and ſo ſane himſelfe, oꝛ manfully ſtand to it, and pꝛe⸗ 
erue all from danger oꝛ gloztouſly to ſuffer all to pe⸗ 
riſh. D flight was there no hope, foz the windes x 
waues (that befoꝛe were their freinds and tempted 
them to let fozth) grew now trecherous and conſpi- 
red their deſtruction, Nothing therefoze tebut the mi⸗ 
raculous power of heaven, and their owne reſolutt- 
ons is on their ſide : euery man hereupon cals vp his 
ſpirits, and as the ſuddaynes of the deadly ſfozme 
would allow them, did tomkoꝛt one another. It was 
agodlp ſight to behold how ts the very fate ol danger 
they did deſie danger, and howe in the midſt ol an o⸗ 
uerthꝛow which had round beſet them, they wiſely 
and ſtoutly laboured to woke out a ſafetie „ nothing 
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conld bee heard but noyle and confuſion, and yet euen 
in that wilde diſoꝛder was there tober ſcene an excel - 
lent method ot pollicie. Their roming vp anddown 
ſhewed as it theyhad bin all frantick, vet like ſo many 
dancers, that ſometimes are here and anon antickly 
leape thither, fetching tournings and windings with 
ſtr ange and buſie action, they cloſed vp enery-wozke 
with a werte and muſicall pꝛeparat ion. 
Foz after the cloſe fights were made ready aboue 
and that the deuiliſh mouthes of their ordinace were 
opening to ſpit hell fire out of the bellie of the Ship: 
bp comes the aiſter ( whoſe name was Grouc)ars 
med withſwozdand target, wauing his bꝛight blade 
about his head in defiance of his barbarous and blou⸗ 
dp enemies: his very lookes were able to fright death 
krom hiscompanp, and ſo wel did his courage become 
him, that it ſerued better then all their warlike 
muſicke to hearfen vp the reſt : cloſe by his ſide 
(as vowed partners in all foztune god oz badde 
whatſoeuer) fode the Owner, the Maiſters mate, 
Boteſwapne, Purſer and the reſt of the] Mariners. 
All ot them armed, all of them full of valoz, al of them 
full ot bʒaues: they hewed on the top of the hatches, 
like ſo many well garded battlemẽts on the walls ol 
a beſiegedcitty, euery man encozaginghisnextneigh 
boꝛ, to fight valiantlp becauſe they were Engliſhmen 
and to die honozably (becauſe they were Chriſtians) 
rather then fopeto the baſecaptinuitie of thoſe, that 
 bereCluiispzofeſledandopenenemies. a 
_ 
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As the Engliſhmen were thus buſte to defend thẽ⸗ 
ſclues on the cne fide, ſo were the Turkes actine in 
their Gallies on the other ſide, their Semytaries gli⸗ 
ſtred in the Sun, their ſtecele targeftsreceaued the 
tire of his beames vpon them, and beat it backe to 
dazle the eyes of them whom they aſſailed :Showers 
of muſketts with bullets chargd ſtood ready to bee 
pow2eddowne, ſome were pꝛeparing to toſſe balls of 
wilde fire, as if the Sea had bin their tennys court, 
others with bulles pizzells in their hands walkt vp e 


downe betweene the Rowers, ſomtimesencozaging 


ſometimes threatning, ſometimes ſtriking the nuſe- 
_ rable gally ſlaues, becauſe they ſhould be nimble at p 
dare who foꝛ feare ofblowes moze then of pzeſent 
death, tugd with their armes, till the Sinewes of 
them were ready tocracke with ſwelling, r till their 
"mag in ſtead ot᷑ bullets did almoſt fly out of their 
eades. 
At length the dꝛummes, trumpets, x fifes rake vp 
their deadly conſoꝛt on either ſide ;. pꝛeſently does 5 


demy canon t culuering ſtriue to dzownd that noiſe 


ok both. In this conflict, ot᷑ thꝛee elements, (Aire was 
ter and fire)Iohn Raynard (che Sonner) ſo liuely. x ſo 
 foutly be haued hinſelfe, in diſcharging his ordnance 
of their great bellies, that at length fire ſeemed to 
haue the maiſtry, fo2 ſo thickly did his bulletts fly as 
bꝛoad, e were wꝛapt vp in ſuch cloudesof lightning, 
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whillt the Sea, roares of purpoſe, to dꝛownethe noiſe 


ſeathewd astfit 1. the 
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Gallies of the Turkesaf well as the Engliſh Shippe, 
pores hardly butby the grones and ſhowtes ol men 
b —.— out where about in the Sea they ho- 
d. Many Turkes andmany gallp ſlaues did in 
'this ;bateaile loſe thei rliues, and endtheir Taptiuitie: 
but thoſe who ſurulued doubling their ſpirits at the 
hoꝛroꝛ of the däger with which they were tnuironed 
fell vponthe Engliſh Shippein ſuch ſtoꝛmes cfhaile- 
ſhot, which filllike hammers on an Anuill) lay bea- 
ting on the ribs of it, that at length, the Sea offred in 
manp places to bꝛeake into her, and to get the con⸗ 
queſt, of which glozy the Turkes being enuious, 
came flying with the force of all thoſe wodden wings 
that boꝛe them vp, and ol purpoſe to board her. But 
at this ſtirring feaſt, Neptune was made dꝛunke W 
the bloud both of Chriſtians and Turkes mingled to 
gether. Here tame the gallyes and the Ship to grap⸗ 
ling, loke howe a companie of howndes , hang 
vppon a godly Stagge, when with their noiſe 
they ring out his death, So hang theſe Gallies, 
pppon the bodie of her: nothing of her coulde 
bee ſeene foz Smoke andfire, ſhee was halle choked 
with the flames and halfe ſtilled in the waters. Vet 
as vou ſhall often ſee a Bull, when his ſfrengthſee- | 
meth to bee all ſpent, and that he is readie to kaint 
and fall on his knees, caſtes vp on a ſuddaine his ſur- 
lp head, and bꝛauely renewes a freſh and moꝛe 
feirte encounter: So did this ſhip bꝛeake from the 
Hallpes, like a luſtie Beare from ſo mante dogs oz 


rather 
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rather like an inuincible L ion from ſo mnie beares · 
The Turkes leapd out ot᷑ their veſſells, and like ratts 
nimbly climed vp to the taclings ol the chip. But the 
Engliſh Mariners, ſo laid about them withſwo2ds, 
b:owne bills, balnebeards, and mo2ris pikes, that in 
ſo tragicall an act it was halfe a comedie to behold 
what tumbling tricks the Turkes made info the ſea 
backwards. Some of them catching hold of the vp⸗ 
per deckes, had their hands ſtrick off, and ſo foꝛe⸗ 
ner loſt their feeling, other tlaſping their armes a⸗ 
bolt a table, to fling their bodyes into the ſhip, loſt 
their heads,# fo knew not which wap to goe though 
it lay befdꝛe them. In this terrible inſurrection in 
Neptunes kingdome it was hard to tell ſoꝛ a great 
while who ſhould bee the winners, albeit how ſoeuer 
they ſped, both were certaine to bee loofers, foz the 
Turks would not giue ouer, the Engliſh ſcoꝛnen to 
ptelde, theOwner,WVaiſter and ecryed 
out bꝛauely and withlowdluſty ſpirits let vs all re⸗ 
folne to die, but not a man ber fo baſe as to veloto as 
rurke: eſperially did the Boteſwayne ſhew the no⸗ 
ble courage ot a Mariner, both jp without 
feare, and in beſfowing/bloives in ſ cone ot danger, 
hard almes whilt hee was dealing amongtt 
155 Hcreants, a ſhot was ſent from a gally as a 
meflenger ofhis death. & cherby a ſpꝛiler ( thnuiqh not 

a tonqueroꝛ) or his valour, fo: itb:ake(with the vie⸗ 
lent ſroke anne) hiswhiltlefumder , t lefthim 
pa: Wdzds-in his month, 
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The deliuerance of certaine 
Fight it out as you are Christians, and win honoz 


by death. 
His kall did not abate but whetted their ſtamackes 


to a ſharper reueng, on ly the maiſters mate, ſhews 


ed hi mlelle not woꝛthie of that name, oz to bee mate 
to ſo noble amaiſter as he was, foz cowardly he cri⸗ 


ed, peeld, peeld, pulling in his arme krom ſtriking in

What cittie is not ouer come by p tyꝛanp of Ti me,

R the cittie of Alexandria, (beinga W 
towne) t bnder the Turkes dominion) is a Noad, de⸗ 
kended by ſtrong walles, wher the gallies are dzawn 
vp on ſhoꝛe euerp yeare inthe winter ſeaſon, and are 
there trimmed e lapd vp againſt the Spring. In this 
Road? ſtandes a pꝛiſon where all thoſe that ſerue in 
thoſe gallies of Alexandra, are kept as taptiues, 10 
long as the ſeas be rough and not paſſablefoz their 
Turkiſh veſſels: hither were theſe Chzſtians bꝛought 
the firſt villany and indignitie that was done vnts 
them, was the ſhauing off of all the hayze both ot 
heade andbeard, thereby to rob them ol thoſe: ozna* 
ments which all 'Chailtians make much of, becauſe 

they beſt become them. 
| It is wellknowne to all nations in Chꝛiſten⸗ 
dome (by the wolull experience of thoſe wꝛetches 
that haue felt it) what miſerie men endure in this 
thꝛaldome vnder the Turke. Their lodging is the 
cold earth, their diet, courſe head and ( ſametinies) 
ſinking water, fo2 it they ſhoulde taſte of the cleere

un uther Chaiſtians. Fo2: hauing ſome skill in the 
trade of a barber, hee did by that meanes fhift now

ty llaues, hee fo behaued himielle, that at length hee 
got libertte ta goe in and out to the Roade at his plea⸗ 


ring a locke about his legge: and this libertie did
